IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

The Examiner has required a substitute specification under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 25(a).

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend the claim as follows: 

6. (Thrice Amended) The circuit of claim 1. further comprising a [A] shift register 
unit capable of receiving an integer data word having a length of 8 bits or multiples thereof, the 
shift register unit for shifting the integer data word through a distance of 1 to multiples of 8 bits, 
in one of a left and a right direction and in one of a rotating and a non-rotating manner. 
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
